One reason we older women have 


a special love for dolls is that they 


bring memories of the happiest 
occasions, birthdays, travel gifts, 
Christmas! 

For antique offerings this time, 
we've picked out dolls that would 
certainly have brought joy to a 
ehild of long ago. “Miss Lucy,” 
for instance, will give some new 
owner a thrill as she emerges from 
wrappings of tissue. She is a 
pretty French bisque with corn 
color hair modeled short and curly 
from the center part; big sapphire 
blue eyes are painted and her 
round cheeked, pink face is sur- 
rounded by fussy poke bonnet of 
shirred velvet with posies and 
plume. Aside from the bonnet 
bow under her chin, there’s a red 
velvet jacket, fits snugly over bos- 
om and in at the waist, full skirts, 
red felt “store” shoes and there is 
Miss Lucy, 17 inches tall. She’d 
‘be twice her price, but under her 
finery is a mended neck, and too, 
there are two chipped fingers on 


ther bisque left hand. So—No. A788, 
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smooth as parian, $28. 

You would have been the envy of 
all your little friends, had you re- 
ceived serenely lovely “Sarah,” 
large parian, whose head is 6 
inches high. She is soapy smooth, 
with high forehead, perfectly 
painted features and softly mod- 
eled short blonde curls that roll . 
back to show her ears. Blue eyed 
Sarah has her original old body 
with leather, brass buttoned shoes, 
but hand knitted stockings were 
added some time, perhaps to cover 
worn out cambric ones. New pari- 
an arms; old clothes with a charm- 


ing paisley print cotton dress, made 


full of skirt with flying panels 
and a bustle, tight bodice with 
tiny jet buttons and becoming 
collar. Because there was a mend 
across one shoulder, we presented 
this lovely old parian an old gold 
and coral earring pin—it’s really 
an heirloom, but the colors were 
just perfect for those warm pais- 
ley hues. No. AS201, 23 inch pari- 
an, circa 1865, $85.00. 

It was Christmas 1907 when the 
late Miss Alma Simpson received 
her big (27 inch) flirting eye bisque 
of whom she wrote—“Eleanor was 
so beautiful that I burst into 
tears!” ‘Those big blue eyes with 
long lashes not only sleep and 
awake, but glance about in any 
direction; in her pierced ears are 
cut crystal pear drops; blonde wig - 
has been bobbed, sorrel brown 
stockings and _ slippers, Eleanor 
now wears an old wool challis 
dress, made little girl style with 
long waist and wing sleeves that 
are hand scalloped. Re-strung, no 
broken fingers, so we would Say, 
perfect condition. Marking, ‘“Si- 
mon Halbig, K & R” on the head. 
No. AS103, $30.00. 
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Really from Paris is 16 inch 
“Marie,” yes, “S.F.B.J.” and “Pa- 
ris” are stamped into the back of 
her swivel bisque head. Pretty 
child with sleeping brown eyes, 
teeth cast into the upper lip above 
a slight opening, brown curly wig. 
Body is ordinary jointed composi- 
tion and wood, but her sky blue 
frock is extra-ordinary. It is China 
silk with shirred yoke and fine 
lace trim, very short and chic. 
White cotton ribbed socks and slip- 
pers. No. A761, $28.00. 


-When other little girls of the 
1880’s were asking Santa Claus for 
bonnet dolls, you would have loved 
fancy, fluffy “Beth.” She is an 
unusual white bisque with close 
cropped mass of tiny curls all over 
her head, two rows of curls form- 
ing a sort of pompadour. On top 
of all, there is a bumper brim, blue, 
cap turban, almost like a little pot 
lid, with tassel at one side. On 
the chest there is a gilt necklace 
with a wide lavalliere effect and 
embossed patterns in white. She 
is 11 inches tall, all perfect with 
dull finish hands and legs. Pret- 
tily dressed in rose petal silk; No. 
AS202 is $42.50. 


Not molded into such a rare bon- 
net, but larger and also pretty is 
15 inch “Elsie,” a Posey Brim 
blonde that is sharply modeled and 
artistically painted with blue flow- 
ers and a glaze dot border on the 
facing of her hat and rose pink 
ribbon bow under her chin: Nice 
old legs with green shoes, and the 
4% inch head are perfect; leather 
hands, becoming lady style cos- 
tume. No. A738, $32.50.

Civil War time. Her 6% inch early 
composition head has _ perfect, 
deep shoulders that are not labaled, 
but this is the blonde shown as 
No. 3 on page 86 of Janet Johl’s 
‘More About Dolls,” which was 
“Indestructible 
—This Composition Is Perfectly 
Harmless.” The ears show com- 
pletely, under wide waves which 
puff out from a rather flat top, 
center parted style; medium high 
forehead, eyes painted blue. Julia — 
has plump, booted, old composition 
legs, but her white kid arms, beau- 
tifully made, are new. Properly, 
handsomely dressed in antique blue 
velvet and plaid silk, No. A804, 
$33.00. 


From much the longest ago is 
papier-mache, 7% inch “Polly,” 
who came to Kimport from the 
collection of Mrs. Eleanor St. 
George. She dates not later than 
1840, and another in this group 
which we bought, having identical 
hair style, was accompanied by a 
paper naming its first owner who 
was born in 1811. This early type 
with slender, white kid body, wood- 
en limbs and quaint, deep shoul- 
dered head of papier-mache is 
highly prized and seldom found 
for sale. We bought the St. George 
group of nineteen, so if you’ve 
been searching, perhaps we have 
the prize! Brown eyed “Polly” is 
in splendid condition, so are her 
cotton clothes. No. A795, $50.00. 


Should there be a baby, in honor 
of the child who mothered and 
cuddled her dollies? Well, how 
about 8 inch “Ralphie,” a hand- 
some Heubach bisque with sculp- 
tured eyes, closed lips and brush 
stroke modeled hair. 
hips and shoulders, he’s dressed in 


Jointed at — 
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sky blue wool, hand knitted pants, 
a wee wool jacket, and becoming 
tam with a big pom-pom. No. 
A806 is very cute, price, $16.50. 
There are other babies, other 
bisques and compositions, chinas— 


. quite a lot of small dolls—rare an- 


tique Creche that look like Christ- 
mas, old jointed paper dolls—’most 
any kind you’d name—but—we’ll 
name “George” and quit. 

George has a bisque head with 


closed lips, but definitely smiling 
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mouth; hands and legs are wood, 
and he’d be 7 inches tall if stand- 
ing—which he “aint!” Dressed in 
a Yankee Doodle uniform with tri- 
corn hat, white wig, he sits astride 
a dainty dappled horse. The pony’s 
head also reaches a 7 inch height; 
is the same length from nose to 
tail; it is felt covered, proudly 
shaped, and both the young offi- 
cer and his steed are in perfect 
eondition, except for a bit of fad- 
ing blue in that yellow faced Col- 
onial coat. No, A723, $20.00.
